DETAILED ACTION 

Status Of Claims 

1 . This Office Action is in response to an amendment received 2/14/2008 in which 
Applicant lists claim 4 as being cancelled, claims 1-3 and 5-7 as being previously 
presented, and claims 8-9 as being new. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -3 and 5-9 are allowable over the cited art of record as none of the prior 
art of record, taken individually or in combination, teach the combination of using the 
two given HF signals to adjust the focus bias where the signals are created by 
resembling a state in which the tracking servo seems to be engaged without actually 
engaging the servo. The closest prior art of record cited shows either the combination of 
signals used to adjust the focus bias or a state in which the focus servo is engaged 
without engaging a tracking servo. However, none of the cited references shows both 
concepts being used for the same purpose as the applicant. 

Response to Arguments
